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It is stated that several local gentlemen have 

0 approached by the Government to become 
members of a committes which will be presided 
over by the Colonial Treasurer, to inquire into 
the question of currency reform. 

Tt has been decided’ to construct a single 
line on tha proposed Tientsin-Chinkian 
Railway and to borrow from British cad 
German capitalists the sum of £*,900,000, 
guaranteed by the public revennes of tha 
three provinces through which the railway 

ll pass, viz. :-—Chihli, Shantaog and Kiangsu. 

The'Chinese Ministry of Education hag noti- 
fied the Liferary Chanoellors of the variou- 
provinces of the Empire that stadents return d 
from abroad and altire! in foreign clothes, ete., 
ars to be required to resume their natéye 
costumes, and that they are not to b2 reosived 
by the authorities, if dreased like forei :nera. 

The Chamber of Commerce at Haiphong has 
brought under the notice of the Rasident 
Buperior two publications referring to the 
circulation of subsidiary coin from (‘anton and 
Hongkong, pointing to the large quantities 
of this money imported from these places, and 
requesting that steps ba taken} to stop the 
entrance of this foreien money. 

The cracking of rifles near the eastern end 
of Liama Island on Saturday night warued the 
police that something untoward was happening, 
and Inspector Dymond, who is in charge of the 
Aberdeen district, headed a party and vi ited 
the place. There it was found that a number of 
small fishing boats were fighting in oarnest, the 
crews of each fleet being armed with an obsolete 
rifle whioh most Europeans would be relustant 
to fire. Two men wera shot and seriously 
iojurpd, and it was found necessary to remove 
them to hospital immediately. Three of the 
Warriors have been arrested, and in due course 
will appear at the P. lice Court where they will ba 
charged with breach of the Arma Ordinange and 
with shooting and wounding. It would appear 
that the fishermen on one side were regarded by 
the others as poachers, for ore of the men 
arrested stated that he challenged one of the 
craft which was passing, and receiving no 
reply. fired on it, and thus the engagemeut was 
opened. 

There is as yet very little change ia the posi- 
tion of the stock-market, which remains so ner- 
vous that any event, international or domestic 
is sufficient to prevent any continued risa to 
normal quotations, Tha +4 merican question, 
the orisis in Korea, the Manchurian loaa result, 
none of which ought to have any lasting effect 
upon the market, appear ia turn aud join with | 
local inflaenoes in keeping prices down. all this [ 
is vory unsatisfactory, but ahonld cause no 
uneasioeas, for itisdoubtful if the various leading 
companies were ever ina better position than 
they are at present, or ever hai batter prospects. 
Tn due time, also, international events, will 
swiog round toa favqnrable position for Japan. 
There is already a reaction on the Pacific Coast, 
where the U.8. Secretary for Commerce and 
Labour seems to advise the formation of a pro- 
Japanese movement, with the object of intereat- 
ing national represedtative:; Japan is firmer 
than ever in Korea, and rightly so, foc the 
Koreans have shown their own unfitness to 
rauk with progressive nations. ‘These and 
other events are promising for Japav. The 
moat pessimistic, mast admit that the immediate 
indagtrialfuture pf the nation is bright, and 
this being the case, a change for the better 
in regard to the stock-market must be looked 
forward to in the near future. 
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Instructions have been sent from Peking to 
all the Viceroys and Governors of the Yangts) 
Provinces to prevent seamen of foreiga ships cf 
war from landing at noo-traaty ports, in order 
to avoid disturbinces between them and the 
natives during the present unrest in the pro- 
vinces, A Qvnsor has memorialized the Throne 
with reference to the i portance of preventing 
Uonecessary extensions of foreiga settlements 
aod that stringe\t measures oug ¢ to be taken 
in connexion with the import and consumption 
of salt in the Manchurian Viosroyalty. The 
gentry aod merchan's have memorialized the 
Waiwupa and Tachibpu. strenuously opposing 
the contractiog of foreign loans on behalf of 
Ka ngtag province, as the Viceroyalty of the 
Two Kaany is already impoverished enough and 
uaable to take up further financial burdens.

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THE POWERS AND CHINA.

(Daily Prees, 5th August). 

It is very well for foreign nations and 
Japan to combine with the object among 
other things of keeping Chiua together ; but 
it is difficult to see what can be done in this 
direction if Chioa will not or cannot make 
some bona fide effort in this direct‘on herself. 
Nobody is so unreasonable as to suppose 
that the necessary changes can he introdu- 
ced into an Empire like China without due 
time and careful preparatiou. So obviously 
is this the case that European nations and 
the United States have concurred in 
recognising that China is entitled to full 
consideration on thie ground, and have heen 
unwilling to force her (a3 an energ tic 
American pap» once put it) t> “hurry up 
with her reforms.” This, however, has now 
been going on ever since the Treaty of 
Tientsin—tLat is for close upon half a 
century—and China does not seem much 
nearer the kind of ref-rm that is required 
than she was then. What is wanted, both 
for her own benefit and that of foreign 
nations connected with her, is such an 
improvement in her internal administration 
as will secure her solidarity and prevent her 
at any time becoming so broken up that she 
would become a prey to any nation who 
might be enterprising enough to step in 
and establish itself over some portion of her 
vast territory. So locg ag China can hol 
together even in a some xnat squashy, not to 
say rotten, mauner, it is possible for 
European uations to treat her with so much 
consideration that she can manage to keep 
going. Thies for many reasons it has been 
found by European nalions desirable to 
ac; and Chinese statesmen have been 
astute enough to avail themselves of the 
situation ; and to make but the minimum of 
efforts at reform, trusting to the turn of 
events {o get over any difficullies which 
might arise. Of late there hus been some 
awakening to the true etate of affairs—a id 
at lewst the more enlightened among the Chi- 
nese recognise that unlcss China can secure 
something better than at present exis's iu 
her internal adwix etratiou, the day must in- 
evitably come wie. ‘is policy of abstention 
will be no longer poss. “te. Notwithstanding 
all their conceit and self-satisfaction, many 
of the chief Chinese statesmen have been 
unable to disguise from themselves this very 
obvious bearing of the subject. Indeed the 
history of the past half century shows thut 
the Chinese have all along been fairly 
alive to it. Their hope his always been 
that if things became seriously disturbed 
in China, European nations (and more 
especially Great Britain) could be relied 
upon to come to the rescue, and set the 
house, if not really io order, at least suffi- 
ciently so to enable treaty relations to 
continue as little disturbed ns nee! be— 
and then da capo—the same old song gues 
on again until the next serious outbreak! 
and another settiog of things together by 
the aid of the foreigner. It. was thus afier 
the Taiping Rebellion and bas been the 
game in other minor instances sinc. Indee!, 
little as it was suspected, there was probably 
some idea of the kind underlying the ex- 
traurdinary conduc! of tle Chiuece in firing 
upon the foreign shipping indiscriminately 
at the time of the Boxer outbieak. They 
probably had a shrew d idea that foreign 
nations generally would not combine for 
any serious bostilities against them; and that 
for the sake of having some one to negotiate 
with, they would be willing to come to easy 
terms after any reprisal« they might jointly 
take—as in effect proved to be the case. 
However this may be, there is good reason 
to believe that the Chinese still rely upo 
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their old policy of getting in foreigners tu 
the rescue in the event of any serious 
internal outbreak, and (what is more im- 
portant) thrusting them aside, when once 
the immediate difficulties have been sur- 
mounted. The marvel is that they have 
been able to pursue these dangerous tactics 
successfully for so many years; and it 
requires more than Chinese optimism to 
hope that they can be kept up in 
perpetuity. Hitherto the jealousies between 
foreign nations have enabled the Chinese to 
gucceed; but it is clear that these are now 
much less to be relied upon than they were 
formerly. Foreign nations are seeing the 
aly aotage of joint action and are willing to 
set rivalries aside and join together fur their 
common good. Of course there is ruom t» 
hope that even iu/the-e circsmstances, they 
might deem it to their advantage to assist 
the Chines3 to put down any serious 
rebellion that might arise, but it cau hardly 
be supposed that they would do without 
some guarantee of improvement in the in- 
ternal administration of the country ; which 
is the cause of such d-sturbances periodically 
recurring. This would probably mean some- 
thing in the form of material assistance— 
and the present day, who would be likely to 
offer such assistance or who coul:! render it 
with any effect would be Japan. 1f matters 
however are allowed to drift to this poiat— 
aud Japan be allowed to thus obtain a 
footing in China, it is obvious that tbe time 
would arrive when she would require a quid 
pro quo for ner assistance—and would in all 
likelihood obtain a permanent position in 
the country, or at lesst as strong a footing 
as ehe has secured in Korea. If affairs 
should reach this point, it is doubtful 
whether European antiona an! the United 
States, wearied as they are with China's 
repeatedly unfulfilled jromises of reform, 
would be disposed to offer the sime opposi- 
tion to Japan that would be made to the 
like action on the part of one of thems:lves

COMMONS VY. LORDS. 
(Daily Press, 6th August.) 

Sir Henry Campbell-Baunerman, with 
true Chinese Lombast, has at last sent off bis 
fire ships fer the destruction of the House 
of Iierds. With true Chinese indirectness 
amidst much smoke and throwing of in- 
discriminate stinkpots, tha fleet of fire 
ships has passed harmlessly by; and nota 
particle «f damage been dune, nor a half 
yard displaced. The most ex raordinary 
part of the display is that the con tituencies 
on whose account the Prime Minister pro- 
fesses to b: acting, look on with the must 
perfect indifference; as calmly and unmoved, 
indeed, as they did the withdrawl of the 
Governmeut from its own Education Bill, 
because fursooth the Lords had introduced 
some useful amendments in a bill, which 
every one not belonging to the peculiar 
clique owning Sir H. CAmpsecy-BaNnNer 
MAN, Mr. Brereuy, and Dr. CLirrorp, 
confessed w.-re improvements and necessary. 
It is difficult, seving the utter iadifferenc ., 
if not dislike with which the Minicter’s 
fulminatious were received by the country, 
to imagine the frame of mind in which he 
s'ill holds to the idea that he represerts the 
nation, and tie childlike simplicity with 
which he would apply the t:irch to a con- 
+titution which it hag taken a thousand 
years to build up, and which if once ssn 
ed could not again be replaced for poss-bly 
an equal number of centuries ;—and allt 
this not because they had not the interests 
of the nation at heart, but simply because 
they bad hurt the feelings of Sir CamPpseLi 
Bannesmas and his isolated clique. 
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This habit of mistaking his ows private 
sentiments for those of the nation, though — 
strong in Sir H. Oampseci-BanneeMAN if . 
not with him original, but like most Of his 
other peculiarities is modelled oa his 
former Chief Guapstone. The inflnence 
ofr stronger mind than his own, the Ifte 
CuarLes ParRnewy had ‘force! Guapstong 
into introducing his celebrated Home Rule 
Bill, firmly believiag it was his own off- 
spring; and when the House of Lords 
contemptuously kicked it down-staira took 
the aclion as iutended for himself in person. 
Itis said of Lord Raatan when he was in 
command in the Crimea, that when hesitat- 
ing about any decisive atop, his firat self 
inspired queation was ;—‘ what would the 
Duke have done?” and it is certain thut 
the first thought of the present Minister is not, 
what is best to be done, but what would 
Gladstone have done? Lacking, however 
the grasp of mind of his great leader, he is 
unable to recognise the perspective of the 
land scaps and mistakes the petulent ill 
temper which mide him reject in a fit of 
childis ill-hamour the Lords’ amendmeats 
to his bu: hilf matured scheme, as a gags 
thrown down to the Electorate at lire. 

Since ths pissing of the Reform Bill, it 
haa be-n the policy of the Radical Party 
when in power to weaken as far as possib'e 
the influenze of the House of Lords by 
miking it a refugium infirmorum, »whereto 
were consigued politicians of inferior water, 
or who had been used up, and whom it was 
convenient to lay by. This came to be 
euyhemistically called promotion, and was 
unfortunately folluwed ali round. Soma of 
the wieer beads of the House saw with regret 
the process of watering going on, but their 
fears were considerel as dictutsd by un- 
worthy j-nlousies. ‘The result is a House 
tuo large to carry on any continuous-buyiness 
and largely deficient in that “personal 
influeuce which at one time made the 
Cha:nber of Peers the embodiment of 
the best spirit of the nation. When there- 
fore young ppliticians like Mr. Winstow 
CHURCHILL sneer at the persoaul character 
of many belonging to the House, it would be 
well to remember that for moat of this is to 
be blained, not t'e House itself, but t wt out- 
side influence which for the last seventy 
years has been assiduously bent on lowering 
its personal statu:. Tuts lowering of the 
perzonnl stamina of the body is b no means 
confined to the Lords, bu: is evan more 
marked in the Commons, with th» not 
alt gether desirable result, that to a large 
aod increasing extent the momentary power . 
is thrown into the hands of the Ministry for 
the time being. In fact governmeut is 
waking huge strides towards bureaucracy. 

Some sense of this seems to have hovere | 
over the House of Commons during the 
debate: iu fact ita strongest arguments 
agningt the Cords, were really despairing 
forecasis of its own growing imp.teace. 
The Minister sp ke of the presumption of 
an unelected House daring to gvustituw . 
iteelf the mouthpiese of the country ; but 
had the House of Commons any greuter 
right to represent itself as embodyiog the 
will of the Natiuna? It was very syident 
from the dislike evinced to Any meation of 
an «ppeal to the coustry, that members of 
the Goverument side of the house felt 
consideruble twmges of conscience as to 
their having any right to sperk on behalf 
of their constituencies. Sir H. Campsent- 
BANNERMAN too felt he was treading un 
very thiu icein speak.ng of the uorepresenta- 
tive House. Had he as nominal head of au 
unelect d Cuibinet any better ground to 
nwsuwe that he represeated thy Nation ? 
The whole motion was 2 mere Cabinet one, 
in uo way askel for or suggestid by the 
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nation, or even by the House of Commons. 
One of the ablest of the young and rising 
political leaders of the day expressed this 
view of the matter in an admirable sum- 
vat of the debate, “ Examining the main 
resolution he affirmed that it meaut that, in 
order to give effect to the wishes of the 
Commons it was absolutely necessary that 
-the people should have no opportunity of 
saying whether or not those wishes corre- 
sponded with their own. That was not 
an attack upon the House of Lords, but 
an indictment of the House of Commons. 
The real purpose of the resolution was to 
give the Ministry of the day greater control 
over the House of Commons under the 
apecious pretext of conferring upon the 
House greater control over legislation. It 
would have one good effect; it would draw 
the attention of the people to the paramount 
importance of reform in the House of 
Commons itself. That House should regain 
its independence.” 

The increase in the numbers of the 
House bas had for one of its results the 
weakening of the individual character of the 
members, who now find themselves reduced 
to mere units in a crowd, and act as a crowd 
without the possibility of individua 
thought. This has naturally been inten- 
sified by the enormous increase of the 
electorate, who have ceased to act ag 
intelligent beings, and are driven to the 
hustings as a drove of cattle to market, 

uite innocent of what use is to be made of 
them there. Every student of ancient 
Greek history will recognise the similarity 
of the policy enunciated by the preseut 
Minis‘ ry to that adopted by the founders of 
a Tyranny. The stout democracy had first 
to be humoured by extending its uumbers 
and functions, and when these had become 
too multifarious for the individual in- 
telligence to grasp, the road for the tyrant 
was open. It is then fro wo unworthy 
intent that a powerful section of the House 
of Lords itself is urging on their fellows the 
necessity of arresting this Spreading canker 
aod reconstituting themselves so as to be 
genuine representatives’ of the intelligence 
and staying power of the nation at large. 
The nation is surfeited of the unwhole 
some and unsustaiping diet on which it has 
been living and the frantic attempts of 
charlatans to stil! further weaken its con- 
etitution are becoming day by day more 
nauseating.

CHINA’S WESTERN FRONTIER. 
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(Dai'y Press, 7th August) 

The statistical department of the Chinese 
Imperial Maritime Customs now devotes a 
fascicle to the trade returns of the five 
frontier poe Lungchow, Mengtsz, Szemao, 
Tengyueh, and Yatung (Tibet). Lungehow 
is on the Tonkin frontier of Kwangsi, and is 
still merely “an inland distributing aud 
collecting entrepét,” as it was before it 
was “opened” seventeen yeara ago. ‘I'he 
development of Nanning, the newly opened 
port, and the provision of better communi- 
cation with that and Tonkin, might increase 
ite importance. The total value of forvigno 
imports last year was Ts. 126,921; they 
were chiefly Japanese cotton aro, beans, 
dyes, aniseed oil, and timber. xports were 
valued at Tls. 59,353, iron utensils, ground 
nut oil and Kweichow opium forming the 
bulk. There was no foreign shipping at 
all, The net value of the trade of the por‘ 
(the sum of imports and exports) wus 
Ts. 186,274, against Tle. 250,452 in 1905. 

Mengtez, in Yuonan, had a bad year, 
owing to famine, But for the railway work 
going on, things would have been much 
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worse. From thirty to forty thousand thus 
found empleyment and _ relief, Mengtsz 
took and distributed ‘ls. 5,661,000 worth 
of foreign goods, sixty per cent of which was 
cotton, mostly yaro from India and Tonkin. 
The slump in Hongkong pricas stimulated 
consumption. Japanese muitches were 
the next biggest item. Sumatra, Bussia 
and Borneo profited greatly by the 
local boycott of American oil. The 
cs of Mengtsz are opium and tin, 
value{ together at Tis. 5,144,000. The net 
valuo of the trad; was Tis. 10,824 864. In 
these parts the dollar (piastre) has almost 
entirely displaced sycee (silver by weight). 
The Tonkin-Yunnan railway his mada 
excellent progress. In view of the mis- 
chievous reports that were circulated by 
uncharitable persons last year, we ma 
quote the Acting-Commissioner as follows 
on the conditiona: 

So far, only supplies and material for the line 
and the mails have used the train; but by June 
next the first seotion, Hokow to Lahati will 
probab'y be open to regulir traffic, and the 
followiug June shoald, so far as oan he esti ated, 
see the locomotive at Mengtss. Work on the 
line was pushed during the year, and in some 
res ects the drought was a favonrable factor. 
The army of 3',010 workmen employed in the 
spring wer kept on till April and May, when 
the hot weather drove many of them to desert, 
Later, the company sant away the balk of the 
men, only keeping about 2,500 during the hot 
season, when nothing could b) done during the 
h at of theday. In the early autumn recruiting 
began in earnest for the winter oxvmpaign. 
Labour was imported from Anoam and K wangsi 
for the unhealthy Namai valley and the section 
balow Milati and from Szechwan to aid the 
Yunnanese contingent in the upper sections, till 
by the end of the year 47,000 man were at work. 
The poor harvest in the provincs drove many 
to the works, where good wages were paid—4u 
cents to 45 conta a day in the higher regions, 
and 50 cents to 60 cents in the lower, and, in 
addition, rations free or sold under cost. Free 
boepitals and medical attendance were also 
adequate, but they were not always availel of. 
The daily cost to the company of al bon er on 
the Ho.ow Milati section may be placad at 
$1.20 a day unskilled acd $'.5 a day skilled. 
Ono the other sections similar lab ur cost: 6) 
cents to 8) cents. A brief summary of 
operations in progress miy serve as a rough 
measure of the magnitude of the undertaking. 
The direct distance between Hokow and 
Yuananfa is nearly 300 kilometres; that along 
the lioe, graded that no incline exceeds 25 
millimetres per metre, and with noo rvs of less 
than 100 vretres radius, is 463 kilometres. Tha 
country being wholly mouatuinons, of red clay 
and limestone, tunnels and bridges are 
numerous. There are 147 tainsle, aggrog tiog 
154 kilometres in length, the longe:t, now nearly 
finished, being 65 metres. Of thes; |'5 have 
been actually pierced and are in course of enlar 
gement to the necessary secton, Only four are 
as yet uatouched. There will b: +47 bridges of 
all sorta over ‘0 metres long, some of masonry, 
some of steel. The longestin masonry will be 
70 metres with 10 arches: the longest in xteal, 
of 17 girders of 8 metres each One steel bridge 
of 65 metres span is a single girder. The line 
starts from Hokow :t a height of 90 matres 
above sea level. passes through a 315-m tre tua- 
nel at Milati at a h sight of 1,700 maires, thenoa 
deso -nds t» Amichow, height 1. 63 metrez, pas- 
ses Tliang ata height of 1,635 metres, and 
Shui‘ang at 2,019 metres, whence it desse ds to 
Yuonanfa, 1,886 metres. To feed the army of 
workmen on the line the company impo ted 
during the yeir from Tonkin 6,455 tonnes of 
rice alone. Most of this was for ths dessrt | 
lowse region. but towards the close of the year 
it became necessary to saud grain t> the sectioas 
ab ve Mengtss. ‘The only available transport 
after the railbead a° kilomstrs 30 is paok- 
animals, carrying rather over a picu! each and 
travelling about 3) kilomstres a dy. As the 
cost of living and transport has doubled within , 
the last four years, mainly on accoant of the 
extraordinary demands for the works themselves, | 
the cost of t'e line mast greatly exceed the 
original estimate. Some discussion. of this 
haviug arise: in France, a party of experts 
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arrived in December on a visit of inspection, and 
at the close of ths year their labours wore not 
ended, 

Szemao, also in Yunnan, is of compar- 
atively no importance, the nt value of 
its trade being oaoly Tis. 226,082, and 
apparently dwindling regularly, It has 
been tapping the caravan trade to Burma, 
aad bad crops and worse roads soon kill it. 
Transport via Tonkia and Mengtsz is 
actually cheaper and quicker. 

Tengyueh, Yunnan, is more favourably 
situate:!, having batter acceas to the Bhamo 
market. The net value of its trade last 
year was Tls. 1,397,877, a nominal decline 
—the vo:‘ume not having decreased. The 
imports, maialy cottou goods, Japanesa 
matches, and American oil, were valued at 
Tls. 1,127,956. Hides, silk, aud arsenic tri- 
sulphide were exported in excangs. The 

ommissioner at this faraway port seems 
to find his environment very interesting. 

Yatung, in Tibet, is so far, apparently, 
that the trade report takas time to arrive. 
This volume contains two, for. 1905 and 
1906. ‘Trade, as we have previously noted, 
is of slender dime.sions as yet, but it is 
growing. Imports (into Tibe:) are put at 
1,179,74) rupees, aud exports 1,140,386 
rupees. Communications are being opened 
up and improved, the Chiuese hiving been 
as actively eacouraging as the Indian 
Government, according to the Acting Com- 
missioner. He writes: 

The event of the most imp>rtano) daring the 
yaar was the arrival of His Excelliooy Cuang 
Yin-tang, Chinsse High Commissioner to Tibet, 
This official is recommending many salutary 
changes in the administration of the country, 
ani many improvements are likely to result. 
The Tibetans only need a little teaching; they 
are quite alive to anything that is t» their 
advantage; wre Chinase skilled workmen sent 
over to instruct them how to shear, oure aking, 
work up wool, aod manufacture cl.ths and 
ca pets, mach mixzht be done to improve the 
trade of the country. Althoagh in 1907 the 
Britiah trade agent drove two motors from 
Phari to Gyangtse, yet no wheeled transport is 
dreamed of iu Tibet. At a trifling cost a really 
first olass wagon road ould bs made over the 
plains to @yangtse, and I am told also to Lhasa, 
bat do not myself know that road. There is 
practically oo timber in Tibet, but trees are 
met with about half-way to Gyangtse, and at 
Gyangts) itself, around the house: of the rich, 
willow, poplar, and a big thorny tree are 
pleutifal. A fow bundred thousand trees should 
be planted and forestry dyvelopsd. At Shigatas 
and Lhasa, milder climates, the trees are said to 
grow much bigger. The British Government 
has obtained seeds from Canada of the hardiest 
grains that thrive on the prairies, and intends, 
in 1907, to experiment with them on the platesa 
of Tibet ; it is to be hoped they will fruotify, as 
even io this sparsely populated land the fool 
question is often a souros of saxinty. 


THE HONGKONG TYPHOON.

(Daily Presa, 8th August.) 

We havea great respect for the homely 
aphorism, “least said, soonest mended.” But 
there are cases in which amend:nznt can 
only be brousht about by saying a grent 
deal, saying it loudly or emphati-.ally, and 
siying it often. Of such we consid rare ths 
relations of the Hongkong Observatory with 
its neighboura. That it has been and is an. 
unpleasant duty, and one that has been 
somewhat misunderstood, is a regrettable 
circumstance, but it cannot bea deterrent, 
We publishe! on July 24th a despatch 
frota_ the Astronomer- Royal at Greenwich, 
commenting on the evidence of the Typhoon 
Enquiry as submitted to him. That 
despatch and its conclusions, so far as the

are concerned, seemed to us quite beside 
the mark, almost irrelevant. Anti sipatingi 
expert comment frum Manila or Shaughai, 
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we decided to postpone any reference to it. 
We have now before usacopy of the North 
China Daily News for August Ist, containing 
a letter from the Director of the Sicawei 
Ob-ervatory. The ssseverations of the 
Hongkong officials at the enquiry, that 
their relations with their confréres at Mauila 
and Shanghai were ‘‘ most cordia!,’’ seemed 
to us to be decidedly disingenuous, and we 
still think so. That there should be some 
disingenuity in the opening terme of Mr. 
Froc’s letter indicates that the cordinlity is 
about equal on both sides. Our contention 
has all along been that the most cordial 
relations are essential in the public interest. 
We have never suggested tuat any persons 
should be held responsible or blameworthy 
for the sad results of the Septembe. 
typhoon; but we do sugge:t that the 
Government ehould take any and all steps 
ossible to secure whole hearted co-operation 
, between all the weather olservatlories in the 
Far East. No one believes that such co- 
operation exists. Part of the letter about 
to be quoted confirms our opinion that 
Hongkong has been pursuing « dangerous 
policy of independence, which opinion, as we 
pointed out at the time, was proved correct 
by the evidence +t the enquiry. If we are 
wreng in telieving such whole hearted 
co-operation to be desirable, we are wrong in 
all puinte, and lave no more to sny, The 
letter is dated July 29th, and begins :—- 
Sir,—I have read in your number of to-day 
the opinion of the director of the Astronomical 
Observatory at Greenwich (London) on the 
Tlongkong typhoon of September 18, 19.6. I 
am glad to see that the Observatory of the 
British Colony is there discbarged from blame. 
There is no profit in casting doubt on the value 
cf institutions giving warnings to sailors; 
everyone can make a mistake, every man may 
be taken by surprise, but we want the confidence 
of captains in order to give them assistance, 
1 feel therefore greatly satisfied at the conclu- 
wion of the Aatronomer Royal, aa it will slop 
further inquiries on the ques'ion. You may 
have noticed, Mr. Editor. that from th» begin- 
ning we bave strictly limited ourselves to the 
scientific description of that storm; we shall not 
depart from that behaviour, but there are 
three points in the first yaragraph of Sir 
W.H.M. Christie's liter, in which Sicawei 
is concerned, and it seems impossible to let them 
pass without e short explanation. 


We have conmented on the transparent 
disingenuity— almost amounting to irony— 
of the passage which ends by expres-ing 
satisfaction at the prospect of further in- 
quiries being st»pped. It strikes us as a 
bit of gentlemanly humbug. We bope that 
Sir Frepericx Luaarp will inquire ah ut 
the alleged cordiality, and do something to 
make it more real. Whether the typhoon 
notified by Shanghai was identical with the 


one that hit Hongkong is a que-tion for | 


experts to argue over. We do nut presume 
to huve an opinion. The letter goes on: 
lst.—The Astronomer Royal writes: ‘‘ The 
typhocn of which warning was given by the 
Director of Sicawei Observatory on September 
15, 1906; was apparently uot the ona which 
struck Hongkong ou the 18th.” Although the 
assertion is not absolute, | believe I must state 
once more that these typhoons are one and the 
same storm. A splilting of the cyclone in two 
may have taken place near the South end of 
eF'o: moss, as we all know it often happens; but. 
the narrow whirl of the 18:h existed certainly

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island Sto. Domingode Basco (Long. 121 deg. 
59, Lat. 20 dg 28’) the same day at 5 p.m., 
at. a longer distance, north of Aparri (Lang. 
J21 dag. 34°, Lat. 18 dag. 22°), on the 16th 
about 1 a.m. it joins the U.8.N. transport 
Caesar 82 miles W. of the Batan islands (Long. 
120 deg. 28’, Lat 20 deg. 30’), the same day at 
4 p.m. it is found ata distance estimated 240 
miles N.N.E. of thaa.s. Zafiro viz., approxima- 
tely by Long. 118 deg. Lat. 22 deg.; daring 
the night of the 17th the «rench mail steamer 
Océanien meets with the storm, which passes at 
a distance in the South (South of Breaker St.), 
viz., about Long. 116 deg. 30’, Lat. 22 deg. 10” 
between 0 and La.m. of the 18th ; on the |8th, 3.45 
a.m., the British steamer Kweichow, F.8.E. of 
Pedro-Blanco (Long. 115 deg. 30’. Lat. 22 deg. 
10°), reports having experienced 8 furt ua 
typ hoon, as did the Océanien, rs did the Caesar. 
At Hongkong the minimum tock place at 
1" am. of the very same day. 

Now let us mark on a chart the different 
pesitions of this very violent storm during 
these three days; every man having any ex- 
perience of things in the Far Kast will be 
driven to the following alternative: either the 
Hongkong typhoon was the one signalled by 
Sicawei on the 15th, which passed, and was 
well observed successively over s-ven stations 
with a eped quite normal at this latitude, or 
we are invited to give birth and death in turn 
to seven successive violent typhoons withia 
three days, on the same line and track; for the 
reasons to disconnect the Hongkong typhoon 
from the centre signalled on the 15th would 
apply to the Kweich-w typhoon, at the doors of 
the: olony to the Océanien typhoon, the Zafiro 
typhoon, the Caesar typhoon, etc., which oon- 
clusion it wag hard to admif. 

2nd.—“ Hid it (the typhoon) prove] identic), 
the Sicawei forecast gave no indicat ono that 
Hongkong was threatened. ” 

It seems quite clear that the eminent astrono- 
mer has not received information of all the 
warnings cabled from here; from tnese, and 
these only, deduotions can ba arrived at and not 
from opioions expressed in the ptpara. On 
September 15,11.30 a.m. a first signsl was sent 
to the effect that ‘‘a typhoon was SE. of the 
Meiaco Sima group, direc ion unknown,” this 
did not threaten any particalar spot. But at 
5.30 p.m. new information was cabled to all the 
semaphores that the typhoon previously reported 
was “ travelling WNW. “

They did not want deduction, but figures 
only; the wires were already overburdened, 
and soon. Mr. Froc’s letter conludes : 
3rd.— ‘The cont-ntion that the warning 
was given and ignored falls to the ground,” 

We believa that some people could misunder- 
stand these concluding words and think that in 
fact thia peculiar waraing had been sent to 
Hongkong ,and actually refased or ignored 
there. Probably the sitaition is not plalaly 
known in London, We are glad t:tally to 
exonerate here the Hongkong Observatory of 
the imp icit accusation that could result thence 
in some minds; we never thought of seadin 
that warning to Hongkong. ‘The Telegraph 
Companies are already overburdened with 
meteorological telegrams, which they kindly 
transmit free of charge, and we do not venture 
to pnt upoa their cables useless mesasges. It is 
well knowa that Hongkong refuses to receive 
any warving, and that they even obtained from 
the \merican Government an official probibi- 
tion to the Director of the Philippine Weather 
Bureau of sending any typhoon warnings to 
the orast of Chioa (an order soon cancelled 
owning to the universal protest of public 
opinion). We totally re rain from disoussiag 
that question now; we have only to say that oa 
that date of the 18th (or 15th) no warning was 
ignored, becanse none was sent; and none was 
sent beoaus3 we koew that it would not have 
been received, 

+ xcus3 me for having trespassed so much . 
upon you: valaable colamos. [ thought the 
explaualion was necessary for the navigators, 
the welfare of whom is one of the chief aims of 
this institution, of whioh [ have care.

It was stated at the enquiry, by the 
Hongkong Observatory officials, that re- 
lations with all professional neighbours 
were most cordial. The oaly further 
inquiry we would care to see would be a 
plain question put to the Observatory 
directors of Manila and Shanghai, 
“Can your relations with the Hongkong 
Observatory be truthfully described as most 
cordial?” The twoanswers to that question 
might then show us just whers we are in 
the matter. At present, the feeling is that

FUREIGN MERCHANTS IN 
JAPAN.

If the history of foreign merchants in 
Japan is ever to be written, commend we 
Capt. Brinxver, for it is a subje:t t» ba 
treated with tact, and the famous Tokyo 
At the 

student anxious for 
whole truth, will be 
in a difficulty. The Japanese historian 
will be of oo use to him, for his 
account is tinged with a bitter resentment ; 
and bistorians like Capt. BrinkLeyY, where 
the foreign merchant is concerned, are to 
his fau'ts a little blind. Of one side of the 
story of the relations of Japanese and foreign 
merchants the public hans been fed to 
surfeit. The Japanese “lack of commercial 
integrity” is astring that has been frayed 
with too much harping, and it has been a 
very rare eatiafaction to encounter such fair- 
minded deponents as Mr. R. D. Rosrson, 
whose testimony we ‘publi-hed a week or 
two ngo. It is obvious that the Japanese 
werchant was for a good while in a state of 
pupilage to the foreign merchant. Indeed, 
much bas be: n made of his “ ingratitude” 
in learning all he could from the foreiguer, 
and then seaking tv oust hia teacher. For 
the lesscns he learned, th- teacher is bound 
to accept a certain amouut of responsibility, 
and the implication is not obscure, if the 
bid character given to the pupil be 
established. If he had to pay as dearly for 


game time, the 
the truth, the 
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-2ccounts extant which give fuller explana- 
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his learning asthe Japanese historian tells 
us, we can but be surprised and gratified 
that’ the Japanese commercial graduate is 
“no worsd than he is said to be. The importers 
add exporters of the early daysio Japan 
were certainly not extre:ne altruists ; they 
did not suffer exile for the benefit of tha 
Japanese, and even the tactful Captain 
BRINKLEY admits that there were some 
abuses. In an interesting article in the 
commercial supplemevt of the Times of 
July 8th, he discusses the past and future 
of the foreign merchant in Japan. After 
fifty years, it has become “a topic of coa- 
siderable anxiety and conjecture." The 
foreign middlemen, in the days when the 
Japanese were incapable of acting the part, 
took all the risks and conceded to the 
Japanese “an equitable share of the 
profits.” Naturally, the Japanese and 
foreign definition of what was equitable in 
that connection varies. There are J apanese 


tions of the native desire to dispense with 
the foreign middleman than Captain 
Brinkiey gives, He SAYS : 
The foreign community lived almost wholly 
isolated. They did not of delibarate choice 
segregate themselves from the people among 
whom they had cast their lot, but all the condi. 
tions of their existence combined to differentiate 
them, and that, too, ia a manner eminently 
calculated to astrange Japsnese senti nent. Ia 
the first place, they acknowledged no respon. 
sibility towards the laws of the land, this 
exemption being based on an assumption of 
superiority necessarily galling to a proud and 
patriotio nation like the J apanese, In the 
tecond, the imposiug dimensions of their houses, 
the comparatively costly and ostentatious fashion 
of their lives, and the fact that they had virtually 
no social intercourse with the prepie of the 
country, all tended to create an impression, on 
the one hand, of deriving large profit from the 
trade they ‘controlled, and, on the other, of 
despising and looking down on the nation whose 
hospitality they enjoyed. Then into the 
mauner of conducting the trade practices 
gradually obtruded themselves, which helped 
to accentuate the situation. Silk and tea 
were the two chief staples of export, aod in the 
handling of both of these a system ‘ery irksome 
t> the Japanese had to be adopted. As to silk, 
none bat hand-reeled being originally procar- 
able, and neither Japanese scricalturists nor 
Japauese middlemen aving a due appreciation 
of uniformity of quality or faithfulness to 
sample, the foreign exporter found it necessary 
to take the various parcels of silk into his owa 
warehouse, and hold them for inspection, pend- 
ing the completion of which process no bargain 
was concluded. On the whole thig system was 
honestly pursued by foreiga local merchants, 
but some abuses undoubtedly disflgured it—as 
when silk was held not solely for inspection, but 
to suit the market—and these abuses, combin- 
ed with the obviously objectionable character 
of such a method from the producer’s point 
of view, gradually exited among the Japanese 
a strong ambition to get the export business 
into their own hands, First, however, an 
attempt was made to modify the system itself 
by establishing a Japanese conditioning house 
af Yokoham:, and claiming for its seals the same 
validity as that possessed by the marks of the 
foreign inepsotors. This roject, vehemently 
resisted by the foreign middlsmen: led to a some- 
what bitter contest, which euded in establish- 
ing the old system on a firmer basis than 
ever, and in strengthening the determinati in of 
the Japanese to establish themselves indepand- 
sutly as silk exporters. In the case of tea, the 
conditions were even more striking. The 
Japanese producer's sun-fired leaf being unfit 
for export in that condition, had to be re-fired 
in Yokohama, and this ia the re-firing ware- 
houses of the foreign middlemen. They took 
the various parcels of ta, practically without 
ination, and damped them into pans, 

where they were manipulated by a partioniar! 

dirty tribe of the commonest labourers of bo 
sexes. A certain proportion of sulphate of 
copper having been added to im the colour 
ch aldo appealed to American taste, the 
re-fired staple was wade up into parcels and 
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one side, the Japanese struggled perpetually to 
organiza a system of “ direct export,” on’ the 
other, the foreign middleman oluog with 
tenacity to the business he had developed. 

In 1893, tha Japanese had managed to 
get into their own hands seventeen per cent. 
of a total trade of £18,009,000 ; to-day 
they have forty per cent. of a total of 
£81,000,000. . [t is obvious that the foreign 
middlemtn’s grumbles ara not altoge her 
warranted; there are stil] considerable 
pickings left to him, thoush it is admitted 
that in time these must be further reduced. 

Not oaly have the Japanese snceeded in 
securing the confidence of American buyers 
for raw silk which has not previously 
undergune foreign expert eximination, bat 
also thay obtain from their own banks 
more liberal accommodation than the aver. 
age foreign exporter can get from Yoko. 
hamaor Kobe banks, Thas the Japanese nre 
able to command a longer interval of time for 
seeking a market in the United States, an 
advantage by no means inconsiderable, There 
is also a further weight in their side of the 
soale. They are in a position to lend money to 
the sericullurists against the security of the 
latter's crop, which thus comas into their hands 
at rates considerably lower than those chirged 
to the foreign exporter. In fact, the day does 
not seem to bs far distant whon the Japanesa 
exporter will control the whol3 supply of silk, 
so far at any rate, as the Amorican market is 
oonceraed, and will set what limits he pleases 
to the portion obtainable by his foreign com. 
patitors. The case of tea promises to be some- 
what similar. It no longer requires to b> carried 
toa foreign settlement for te-firing and pack- 
ing. The Japanese themselves are not quite 
competent to carry out these operations, and 
they are forming organizations to export the 
leaf direct from the chief Producing districts so 
that the foreign middleman will be entirely 
eliminated. They have not yet achieved much 
success in the matter of exporting the products 
of their spinning and Weaviog factories. These 
manufactnre some 20 milions sterling of yarns 
and stuffs annually, and export about one- 
fourth of that ‘amount. Thos far the 
export business has remained chiefly in 
foreign hands, but there are evidences of a 
strong resolve to alter that atate of affairs. 

This is not very cheerful for the British 
merchant io Japan, certainly, but it does 
not after all contain ample provocation for 
the Jeremiahs of the British press. So lon, 
as Japan’s trade with England continues to 
expaad, i¢ does not seem of national mo- 
ment whether the go-betweens be Japanese 
or foreign, other things, as credit and sol- 
vency, being equal. Beyond that, however, 
Captain BrinxLey sees room for hope 
even for the foreign merchant, who, he Bays, 
ought to set about exploitiag the industrial 
field, by entering into partuersbip with 
Japanese manufacturers. ‘It must be 
coalition, not competition.” The foreign 
capitalist cannot succeed alone as a mauu- 
facturer in Japan, and, the Japanese, 
although progressing, cao proceed but 
slowly without him. 

Assoviated with Japanese of the better classes,

The rap'y from the Government relative to 
the Board's recommendation suggesting modifi- 
cations in connection with a large number of 
houses was read, the Government consenting to 
the recommendation. These papers, it will ba 
remembered, were in connection with a minute 
from the Secretiry who asked for a raling from 
the Board as to whether owners or tenants should 
be informed that the Board had granted these 
modifications, He suggested that the owners 
should be informed and that they be requ: sted 
to line out the floors showing the positions 
where these cubicles could ba erected, baciuse if 
the tenants were laft to themselves to erect these 
oubicles they would probably erect them in a 
very insavitary way. 

Hon. Mr. Hewrtr—I presume, Sir, these 
papers are of some considerable moment, 
dhey were only rent out of the Seoretary’s 
ofica on Friday. Saturday, Sunday and 
Monday wore holidays, and they only reached 
me in my office to-day. When they were 
brought to me three or four members had 
not seen them, and I think, as they are so 
important, they should be held over.

To deprive a memb:r of a vote is 
not a matter of procedure and on this poiat the 
Board asked for the opinion of the Attornay 
General as to its legality. \Whera is the 
opinion?

he were beneficially interested in any matter 
before the other mamb:rs. I should have no 
objection to stite how fir I was interested in 
sony question to His Excellency the Governor 
who should decide whether that interest was 
beneficial or otherwise. Ifsuchastanding order 
is not necessary in the Legislative Council it is 
certainly not necessiry for the Sanitary Board 
and I think it should b> left to the honour of 
each member. 


Mr. Lav cnu Pak—The opinion asked f r 
has not bean given. 

The PresipENT—I presume the Goverament 
have obtained the opinion of the Attorney- 
General. Otherwise they would not have replied 
to our letter in the way that they have. The 
President then moved that the amendments 
suggested be approved. 

Mr. Lav Cav Pak thought the unofficial 
members of the Board could be trusted to ast 
without impropriety. They were there to look 
after the interests of the community, 
and he thought its welfare was safe in 
their hands. ‘I’o give an instance of how the 
suggested byelaws would operate. They had 
just been disoussing Chines cemetery byelawa, 
in which he was as much interested ag any 
other Cuinaman in the Colony, as when he die 
some of his people would have to pay the burial 
fee of $20 (Laughter). They might say he was 
baneficially interested in it, and he should be 
excluded from voting, Yetthe atanding orders 
would have that effect. He oartaiuly opposed 
the adoption of the standing orders proposed. 
If they wera adopted he did not think there 
would be any necessily to retain the services of 
the unofficial members, 


Mr. Hoorer—Nothing has been proposed 
yet. Perhaps nobody intends to propose 
anything ? 

The Presipenr—I thought members would 
like to disouss this question bfore putting it to 
the Board. !f they don't I move that the 
suggested standing orders be adoptad. 

Hon. Mr. CoatHam —[ second that. I think 
the interpretation which Mr. Lau Chu Pak 
tries to put on these s(anding orders is rather 
strained. ‘(hey are intended to apply where 
members are directly interested in the question 
that comes before the Board. In matters 
affecting property these bye-laws would be 
intended to apaly. 

Mr. Lav Cuu Pak—The order must havea 
very broad meaning. 


Mr. H:opz°—I would firat refer to the 
minutes of our last meting, and to the resolution 
carried unanimously that consideration of these 
two standing orders be postponed until the next 
meeting of the Board, and in the meantime the 
opinion of the Attorney-General be obtained as 
to their legality. Now, Sir, [stated at the last 
meeting that I had beon legally advised that 
each of those standing orders was ulfra vires, and 
that statement is unrefated to-day although 
they were sent to the Government, who 
were asked t) obtain the opinion of 
the Attorney-General as to their legality 
or otherwise. Therefore [ taka it that as the 
opinion I expressed has not been refuted, they 
are illegal. If they are illegal, the matter ends 
atonoe. But whether they are passed or not I 
would like to state, and to reiterate particularly 
what I stated at the last meeting, that io 
principle I am entirely with you. that is to 
say, I think it would ba a very dishonest aot 
for any member of this Board, whether official 
or unofficial, to uss the Board to benefit 
his own ends. It would be an improper 
act, and I don’t think for one moment 
that you as President, Sir, would think 
sny member of the present Board, cvnsti- 
tated aa it is, capable of so doing. I asked 
you at the last meeting whether in your 
experience as President of the Board—and it 
has been #0 constituted for the last 20 yoars— 


ee me 


if you could tell me any one case in which there 
had been such an abuse. By your silencs I 
took it that you could not. Then what is the 
necessity for such a law? There must be 
some reason for it! It is a very extra- 
ordinary thing that where the Govern. 
ment by enactment. have  constitutad the 
Board and given that Board power to make 
what standing orders they pleased for their 
me tings, that after some years these orders 
emanate from them (the Government). They 
have noauthority over tha Board more than is 
contained in ths Ordinance, and there they 
have actually limited usas to what we can make 
standiog orders for. To give yon an inatance : 
In the principal Ovdinanoe, 1 of 1903, we had 
powec to make standing orders for procedure 
at onr meetings, and to regulate our officers. 
A few months later the Government took 
away the latter power and left us with the 
former. I have been advised and give 
you a quotation from Mr. Justior Lush 
to show that prosedure denotes mode of 
proceeding by which legal righta is en- 
forced, as distinguished from the law which 
gives or defines that right. Therefore I 
maintain that we bave not got that right. As 
to whether it would be neogesary for us to make 
guc'1+tanding orders, if wea possessed it, I go so 
far as to say it would not. Probsbly I shoald 
be met with what the law is at home under the 
Housing of Working Classes Act of 1890. In 
one case it says that if a member has b-neficial 
interest and votes, he is liable toa penalty of 
£50. If this Board was constituted as the 
Urban Sinitary Authorities at home, I think 
that wou'd be a very proper proceeding, and if 
the Government will only o nstitute the Board 
that way acd allow the ratepayers to elect the 
whole of the members, thea they will have 
some reason for introduc ng such orders. The 
Board is now composed of ten membars, four 
of whom are Government Officials aud four of 
whom are nominated by the Governor, aad 
I am eure in makiog his choice he would, 
not put any member on the Board capable 
of a dishonourable action. Only two 
membars are elected by the ratspayera 
and I hop» iu your estimation, Mr. President, 
they stand ag well as their colleagues. Going 
on to the standing orders, if they are passed, 
and a question comes up before the Board and 
I proceed to vote, I take it that 
if you had any doubt about it you 
would say—are you b-nefioially interested? 
Iam going to give you an instance to show 
the difficulty in which you might be placed. 
You ask—Are you beneficially interested? I 
say—l don't think so. Then you ask— Are you 
a shareholder? I reply—What do you mean 
by a shareholder? You say—A registered 
shareholder. I koow many cases where 
registered shareholders have sold their shares 
tweaoly years ago and are atill on the register, 
but have no beneficial interest. On the other 
hand there are men holding thousands of shares 
whose names are not on the register. 
It is an untenable position and under 
the circumstances I ssy we are far better 
without these standing orders. They are not 
necessary for the good or well bsing of the 
administration which is at present imposed on 
the Board under the Public Health Ordinance. 

Hon. Mr. H.wetr—[ move an amend- 
ment that bafore the question is put to the 
vote the resolation agreed to by a majority 
of tho Board at the last mesting be acted 
upon, and that the Attorney-(Geners!'s opinion 
be laid before the Board before s conclusion 
is coms to, That has been ignored by 
the Government, and I maintain the Govern: 
ment had no right to igaore it. The saggestion 
for a modification of the standing orders was 
brought forward, 1 think, by the Officer 
Administering the Government, now the 
Colonial Secretary, and this is an attempt to 
force an alteration of the standiug orders upon 
the B-ard without proper consideration. I 
make the statement with perfect deliberstion- 
I gather, Sir, from what has been said oon. 
cerning the legal opinion, that it has not been 
forthcoming. In spite of this the Boar{ are 
asked to pass a resolution; which is altogether 
wrong Before comiog toa final decision, or 
before discussing the question, we must have 
the legal opinion before us. 

Mr. Fuse Wa-cHun seconded the amend- 
ment, which on being put was carried,

GARDEN PARTY AT MOUNTAIN 
LODGE. 


Blue skies and brilliant sunshine, the heat 
tempered by cool breeses, made the lawns of 
Mountain Lodge 8 very pleasant rendesvous 
on Augast 7th. Appse-ntly Sir Frederick 
and Lady Lugard’s guests were eatirely of 
this opinion, for the gay crowd that had wended 
its way up the steep slope on foot and in chairs, 
from 4 o'clock until six, seemed in no hurry to 
take its departure, bat lingered chattiog in 
groups and over the tes tables ‘in a very 
pleasant and informal fashion, 

At the foot of the slope leading to the smaller 
lawn the Governor and Lady Logard, with 
Captain Taylor and Miss Brackenbury in 
attendance, received their guests, mer A Lugard 
wearing s gown of white silk, embroidered with 
gold, and ices picture hat trimmed with white 
ostrich feathers, while His Exoelleacy was 
attired in grey frock coat and hat.

MURDERED WOMAN SHIPPED 
AS LUGGA EE. 

We are informed that a large trunk was sent 
on board the C.P.R., s,s. Monteagle on August, 
5th by sampan. It was putin a cab in, apparently 
according to instructions; and some time 
afterwards attention and suspicion was drawn 
to it by its very unpleasant odour. 

On Ang. 7 the Chief Officer opened th trunk, 
and discovered the corpse of a European 
woman, whose throat had been cut. The police 
Were iuformed, and at seven o'clock the body 
was removed by Sanitary Board ooolias. 

Augnst 9th 

The shocking crime brought to light by the 
discovery on the O.P.R. steamer Monteagle 
on Wednesday afternoon, as reported in the 
Daily Press on Thursday morning, is still 
shrouded in mystery, and promises to be a 
difficult caze to unravel. We have tince as- 
certained that the body of the woman when 
found was so decomposed that identification 
was practically impossible, 

t now transpires that the box containing 
the murdered woman was taken aboard the 
steamer on Sunday by a European, who was 
particularly anxious that it should be stowed 
away in the hold. As it was stated to be 
luggage, however, this was not done. It was 
placed in the luggage room, and on Wednes- 

ay.the offensive odour led to a closer inspec. 

tion of the trunk, from which blood was fonnd 
to be oozing. In these suspicious circum. 
stances, the Chief Officer decided to open 
tho box. The ship's carpenter, Erasmus 
Lorson, was instructed to remove the lid, 
When this was done the decomposed body 
of the woman was revealed to the horrified 
onlookers.. It had basen donbled up and 
crammed into the bor. When the trunk 
was removed to the mortuary and the 
woman taken out and examined, it was found 
that she had been strangled. 

A piece of calioo «as tied round her neck, a 
hairbrush being used as a lever to tighten it, 
Her face was very much bloated and as previously 
stated, unrecognizable. Her only garment was a 
chemise, and although this bore an initial, it 
could not be deciphered owing to the blood 
stains. The murdered woman had auburn hair, 
and was about five feet nine inches in height. 

After removing the body to the mortuary 
Sergeant Watt, of the Yaumati Police Station, 
notified all the Police Stations of the 
occurrence, so that no time might be lost 
in searching for the murderer. The theory is, 
however, that he has left the Colony, having 

ample time to do so since depositing the 
trunk on the Monteagle. The police are not 
likely to make much progress in their search 
until the identity of the woman is discovered. 
It is believed she cannot have been a resident of 
Hongkong, otherwise she might have been 
reported as missing. 

LATER, 

We understand the police have obtained a 
desoripticn of the European who took the 
trunk on board the steamer, and are endeavour- 
ing to trace his subsequent movements. They 
are also in search of the sampan by which the 
trunk was conveyed to the Monteagle, hoping 
thus to obtain further particulars about the 
man who is now very much “ wanted.” He has 
had four days’ start, however, and if his fature 
movements are conducted with the skill which 
enabled him to ship his victim on boar! the 
steamer, the chances of capture are very 
remote,

Jf a 
piledriver had been left on Yuen On wharf, 
as stated, it did not belong to defendants nor 
was it uoder their control, and if the damage, 
as alleged, was sustained by plaintiff, it was 
not cansed by the negligence of defendants or 
their servanta, Moreover, if there was a 
piledriver as stated on tha wharf, it was in a 
secure condition, and if it was blown over, it 
was not through any negligence on their art, 
as on that day a violent squall ocourred in 
the harbout. It wis a sudden and icrasistible 
act of nature which it was impossible to forease. 

Li Shek Pang, plaintiff stated that on the 
28th January, 1907, he was the owner of the Ying 
Ring. She was then lying at the Yuan On 
wharf. He went to the vassal that af erooon 
in response to a summons from the compradore 
of the ship, and on arriving there he found that 
the frame work of a piladriver had fallen dowa 
upon the bows of the Yin, Ainy. To r pair 
the damage he had had to piy one sum of 
$150.25 and another of $178.75 to the Dook 
Company, and $500 to another firm for the 
awning. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Master—He knew the 
piledriver balooged to the dafeniants because 
there wae erected alongsids a matshed which 
bore a signboard.

“AN OLD CRIME. 

Although the armed robbery, for which one 
of the two alleged offenders has at last been 
apprehended, occurred in August of last year, the 

olice followed the trail without success until 
ast week when one, Lam Tezhing, was arrestet 
on suspicion, and appeared befura Mr. H. H.J. 
Gompertz at the Polica Court on Augnst 6th. 

the robbery, in whioh the d-fendantis llaged 
to have taken part, occurred on August 25th, 
1906, at Lai Pak Shan village, about four miles 
from the Taipo Police Statiun. On the mor- 
ning of the day in question, the defendant with 
another man not in custody, is said to have 
called at the bouse of a farmer named Lo Hing- 
Kam; knocked, and the door was opened. On 
looking out the farmer observed that the facss 
of both men were bl ckened, both carried 
torches, aud one was armed witha chopper. One 
of the robbers put his torch in bis mouth, and 
seizing the househo der by the queue, dragged 
him inside and threw him on the ground. 
They thea demanded moncy, and when the 
farmer said he hadn’t any he was struck 
across the head and on the body with 
the chopper. As the unfortunate man still 
persisted in saying he had not any money the 
savage robber proceeded t>) burn him with 
his terch, hoping by this means to compel 
him to confess. His efforts being unavailing, 
the other robber proceeded to ransack the 
house, and not finding any thing worth carry- 
ing off, showed his aunoyauce by setting the 
bed clothes on fire, After this the robber 
conveyed the farmer to his daughter-in-law’s 
house, some distance away, and gaiusing 
admittance asked her where her money was. 
She pointed to a drawer which was locked, 
and breaking it open they secured $76 and 
departed Assoon as it was daylight the farmer 
reported the affair to the villaga genting who 
accompanied him to the Taipo Police Station, 
where a report was made. The farmer 
recognised the defendant as one of his 
assailants by the two scars on his head. 

The case was remanded. 


AN OLD, OLD STORY. 


THE CONFIDENCE MAN AND THE GULLIBLE 
AMAH. 

Notwithstanding the many exposures of the 
banknote trick in Hongkong, aod notwithstand- 
ing the many simple amabs who have fallen 
victims to the wiles of the “confidence” man, 
still there are others to follow in the stepa of 
those who have proved by experience that he is 
not a benefactor to mankind. Like other 
rogues, he is anxious to make money quickly, 
and the ways and means by which his ends are 
accomplished do not bother him in the: least. 
So that when he approacues an amah, with as 
little s nse as she has money, shows her 4 roll of 
banknotes which he says he found, and tells her 
that half the amount he has shall be hers if she 
will consent to chavge them, she immediately 
falls into the trap Such an event happened on 
Tuesday when two nativ2s accosted an amah in 
Garden Road. Oue of them showed her what 
appeared to be several hun red bank notes, 
which he said he had picked up, and offerec her 
half the amount if she would go to-a money 
changer's in Queen's Road and get change. 
This appeared to her the chance of a lifetime, 
and she lost no time in offering to undertake 
the commission. ‘‘ Very well,” said the “con- 
fidence” man, “Since you are willing, come to 
a quiet place where I can hand over the money.” 
The trio found such a spot in the public gardans, 
a parcel which was said tu contain the notes was 
handed to the amab, and she left on her m‘ssion. 
“Stay "; stid the “confidence ” man before she 
had gone many yards, “ We don’t know you, so 
it would be as well if you left something behind 
as security.” The amsh left bangles, earrings 
and other jewellery to the value of $70, and 
as she was starting on her errand she was 
advised not to open her parcel until she got 
in the movey changer's shop. On arrival there 


she opened the “valuable” parcel and feasted 
her eyes on—not greenbacks—but blank paper. 
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Great was her consternation, and greater her 
hurry to the Central Police Station, where she 
reported the occurrence to Inspector Warnock. 
Detectives were immediately put on the track, 
and one of the mon was found on Tuesday even- 
ing on a Canton Liner Steamer. He was 
obarged before Mr. H.-H. J. Gompertz at the 
Police Court on Ang. 7, admitted the theft, and 
was sentenced to six months’ imprisonment and 
six hours’ stocks. 


THE GOVERNOR’S PERIL. 
BOTH COXSWAINS IN FAULT. 

Before Commander Basil R.H. Taylor, R.N,, 
at the Marine Magistrate's Court on Saturday 
morning an inquiry was held into the collision 
which took place in the harbour on Thursday 
between the launch T':tkoo Hrag and the 
Government launch Victortu. 

Shek Mi Fan, master of Tutkoo [ling said 
that he was going to the a3. Chinglu, and 
when near s.s. Zafiro saw the Victoria, crossing 
at right angles, about 100 yards off. Both 
launches kept on, and when witness saw that 
a collision was imminent he went full speed 
astern; hedid not blow his whistle. The JVtc- 
tor‘a came on and bit witness's launch on the 
port bow. A “Star” Forry launch was going 
in the same direction, 100 yards ohead of 
witness. 

Mr. W. Brown, master of the Chingtu, ssid 
he was on board his ship at the time of the 
collision, and it appeared to him that both 
launches went full speed astern just before the 
collision, the Tiikoo Hing first. Witness 
noticed the Governor's flag at the bows of the 
Victoriz, and that drew his attention to her 
progress. He first saw the two launches one 


.and a balf minutes before the collision, aud they 
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must have been in sight of each other all the 
time. He considered the Victoria in fault. 

Leung Tai, coxswain of the Victoria, said he 
embarked his Excellency the Governor at Blake 
Pier, to take him to the Tamar. When he got 
near the bows of the Zafi:o he saw the T'arkoo 
ling. The latter gave two blasts on her whistle 
to indicate that she was going to slarboard, so 
witness kept straight on. Instead of starboard- 
ing her helm the /'atkoo Hing also kept straight 
op, and witness went astern. The Victoris 
then also went astern, and~the collision took 
lace. 

: Captain Taylor, A.D.C. to his Excellency the 
Governor, said as far be remembered they were 
balf way between the Zafiro and the Tumar at 
the time of the collision. He beard no whistle. 
He was going to the Tamar at the time. The 
launches were two boat lengths apart. He 
could not say who was in fault. 

Chang Lu Po, a deck hand on the Tatkoo 
Hing, said that that launch did not blow her 
whistle. 

His Worship— There is not sufficient evidence 
to enable me to form an exact opinion in this 
case. My knowledge of the locality leads me to 
the opinion that the evidence of the coxswain of 
the Taikoo Hing is not wholly true, while there 
is nothing incompatible with facts in that of the 
coxswain of the Victoria. Therefore, taking the 
evidence of the master of the Chingtu into 
consideration, I find that both coxswains were 
guilty of an error of judgment. Both certificates 
may be returned to their owners.

MACAO MATTERS.

S1z,—Being in Macao during the recent 
holiday, I hai the honour of interviewing the 
hon. the Colonial Secretary of that Colony, in 
which the question of taxes was fully discussed. 
Your Macao correspondent had very likely been 
misled in the representations made to you and 
he exaggerated matters to such an extent as to 
create alarm among the Macao population. I 
can on good authority inform you and the public 
in general, especially the Chinese community of 
Macao, that the Regulations uf Taxes, lately so 
severely criticised in one of your leaders, through 
misrepresentation from you correspondent, 
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though they were issued in 1887 yet they have 
not been put into f pt s few items 
that the former Governor, Senhor Montenegro, 
thought advisable to adopt at the minimum 
rate of charges. The Provincial Government 
has not issued any Deoree for the Fazends to pu} 
the ssid Regulations into op2ration and Five 
present Governor, Senhor Continho d’ a-sevedo, 
whose aim is to promote the welfare of the 
Colony and of its inbabitants, has since been 
studying a better scheme for a thorough 
revision of taxes and other matters and. to 
place Macao on the same footing as the Sonth 
African Colony of Lourenco Marques, where 
they have now their own legislation framed by 
the Council &. Matters fave of late been 
greatly exaggerated and the interests of 
merchants will not be prejudiced in eny way.

AN ENQUIRER.

The statement 
made was that the Fazenda had put them in 
force —or rather, it should now be said, attemptep 
to put them in force. : . 


The evidence for this statement is official 
evidence, accessible to everybody, and as your 
correspondent, “An Enquirer,’ has evidently 
not seen it, I advise him, when he next visits 
Macao, to secure a copy of the “ Instructions. 
and ‘l'ables of Industrial: Contributions,” 
printed in Portuguese and Chinese, and issued 
broadcast in the Colony by the Fasenda a 
few months ago. On the title page he will find 
these words:—“Instruccées © tabella. da 
contribucé> industrial extrahidas do regula- 
mento approvado por Decreto ds 3) de deosmbro 
de 1887 e portaria provincial No. 20a de 7 de 
Marco de 1907.” 

If the distribution of thes» instructions 
and tables, giving a formidable list of 
taxes, was not ano intimation to the publig of 
their enforcement, why on earth were they 
published ? 

Oue word more. What are the circumstances 
which have set the Governor “ studying a better 
scheme for a thorough revision of taxes?” 
Better scheme than which ?—the scheme that 
was drawn up twenty years ago and bas not yet 
been put in force P—the scheme that. was 
published a few months ago and distributed 


throughout the Colony, spreading alarm 
among the population? Why was that 
scheme revived, an! why tronble sbout 


any other scheme if there is no iatention 
to levy new taxes? But, in proof of the 
fact that the taxation srrangements have 
undergone a change unacceptable to the.Chinesa 
residents of Macao, it is only necsesary to read 
the letter which appeared in your columns 
recently from the Protector of C and his 
interpreter. At the great public meeting, at 
which upwards of 2,000 Chinese were assembled. 
it was announced that a tax “ recently levied ” 
on Chinese doctors had been cancelled, and afer 
the Protector of Chinese had given explanations. 
with regard (o otber taxes,— which 
would have been un: ecessary if the taxes were not 
new,—he announced the Government's intention: 
to revise the Taxation Regulations aod to allow: 
the Chinese to propose what considered. 
beat in their interests, whereat t “ mani. 
fested t joy.” I should think so. 

But I have wrilten sufficient to show .that 
the letter of “An Enquirer” is misleading.

Bagicah and Cantonese Dictionary, Jou 
HALMERS, LL.D. Seventh Edition, Revised 
and enlarged, by T. K. Dealy Queen's College, 

Hoogkong: Kelly and Walsh Ltd. 19)7. 

Au English and Cantonese Dictionary for 
the use of those who wish to leara the spoken 
language of the Canton provinces, was first 
published by Dr. then Mr. Chalmers of the 
London Mission ia 1872. For thirty-five years 
the work has been, in itsown sphere, one of the 
most highly approved aids to the acquisition 
of Cantonese by the non-Chinese student. That 
six editions were called for during the author's 
life-time is convincing testimony t) the valne of 
the book. This weight of evidence is rather 
enhanced than lessened by the fact that the 
constituency, to which an English-Cantonese 
dictionary appeals, is striotly limited. 

It is nearly eight years since the death of Dr. 
Chalmers; and there was issued last week a 
seventh edition of this populsr dictioaary, revised 
aud eolarged by Mr. T. K. Dealy of Queen's 
College, pone bene: 

Mr. Dealy brought to his task two important, 
qualifications: adequate knowledge and 
complete sympathy. As respects the former 
it is just. to write that in and beyond the bounds 
of the Colony his reputation as an ardent and 
successful student of this dialect is thoroughly 
deserved ; whilst in regard to the second we are 
pleased to note, from the proface of this new 
edition, that Mr. Dusly was once associated 
with Dr. Chalmers in Chine:e studies, at the 
old London Mission house, where in former 
days local sinologues and ambitious students of 
Chiness were wont to foregather for readings 
and discussion. Recollections of Dr. Chalmers’ 
strong personality, his indofatigable industry 
and bis sound mothods are an abiding inspira- 
tio. to many who knew him. 

Whether Mr, Doaly has made the wisest 
use of his knowledge and to what extent 
fellow feeling has ministered to suocess 
in the revision of this dictionary are 
questions that may be safely left to the 
practised student to determine. 

To point out the merits of a book of this 
kind ought to be to the well constituted mind 
a grateful and pleasing task. The defects 
noticeable in Mr. Dealy’s work are not dne to 
lack of knowledge or of industry or of patient 
attention todetail. What may be termed certain 
essential qualities of the lericographer are in 
evidence throughout and they command res- 
pect. Romanisation and tone-marking show 
unstinted carefulness and acouracy. It may ba 
presumed that no English Chinese dictionary 
equal to this in bulk will ever be free from 
errata in tone marking. These are sar- 
prisingly few in the pages of Mr. Daaly and 
those who know what it costs to secure such 
rang d will acoord it large appreciation. It 
should be noticed also that the form, manner 
and finish of the letterpress are nearly all 


The of this 
edition illustrate anew the high cuss uablish-

Mr. Dealy’s enlargements of Chalmers’ sre, 
we think, susceptible of markedly adverse 
criticism. In the first place the amplifications 
are not on s uniform seale. From A‘ to M 
this dictionary is = revisei Chalmers. The 
additious or enlargements add 24 only, 
the new edition having under the deen half of 
the alphabet 187 pages, as compared with 163 
in the sixth edition. For the vooables with 
initial consonants ranging from N to Z, 
Chalmers had in the last edition 133 


whilst Mr. Deals has 635, the entire “bok 
consisting of 825 pages as against 206 in 
Chalmers,

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If there is to be amplification it should, 
we think, be evenly distributed. The work as 
now issued suggests that there was an entire 
obange of method after more than half 
the pages of Chalmers had been revised. 
Of the illustrations and amplifications one class 
may be selected tor unstinted enlogium, They 
are of the kind most calculated to quicken the 
reader's desire to explora the world of proverbs, 
the trade songs, the street cries and the folk- 
lore eayings that dignify and enrich the speech 
of the Kwong ‘lung people. It caanot be said 
that sach illustrative and amplifying material 
is out of place anywhere in this dictionary. 
I€ however ft is to appear any where, it ought to 
be everywhere from the first page to the last and 
its presence throughout would render this 
. dictionary a fascinating volume. 

On the other hand there are two claeses of 
hrases which might with advantage disappear. 
he dictionary is Cantonese, Yet the quotations 

in which its later pages abound are in part, 
classical—belonging to no dialect but to the 
Ancient Wen-li. That many are familiar in the 
ear as household words is not we think an 
adequate reason for inserting them in the new 
dictionary. 

Another olass of amplifying phrases could, 
we think, be dispensed with as unnecessary. 
They illustrate the ordinary every day use of 
ees Hh and that is all. The Western student 
should learn at a comparatively early period 
himself to form such phrases with the hel 
of a competent teacher and the exercise will 
tend to promote greatly his progress in Can- 


tonese study. 
We conclude this notice with a further 
remark suggested by the amplifications 


which are of the pith and marrow of Can- 
tonese colloquial op ortunities, for the student 
of dialects have vastly increased during the 
thirty-fire years since this book was first- 
issned from the press. They are now prac. 
tically boundless. Most dialects are worth 
more serious attention than is usually 
paid them and this is specially trae of 
Cantonese in which there exists a varied and 
attractive literature—fall of wise, quaint and 
striking phrases atin to some ot the best 
that figure in Mr. Dealy's revision of Dr. 
Chalmers’ dictionary. 


The Golfer's Manual, by MeRepiTH Burier 
London: ‘Tf. Werner Laurie. 

To the ordinary individual there is something 
weird and eccentrict about the golfer. That a man 
should spend hours rying to “hit a wee ba;” 
chasing the elusive gutta percha through bushes 
and whins, muttering curses when he doesn't 
find it and swearing most terribly when he 
foozles—that a man should do all this and be 
considered of a normal temperament is one of 
the aromalies of the presont day. And yet 
golf has become fashionable,” In certain 
circles it is a habit to talk of putties, drivers, 
dormy, bunkers, divots, tee, and so on, and 
men who occupy high positions in the realm 
are not above playing golf. Even Dr. Maona- 
mara indulges in what the Scotch call “the 

yal and ancient game,” and he has given 
his approbation, in a brightly written introduc- 
tion to, *The Golfer's Manual’. Mr. Butler is 
certainly deserving of commendation. His 
manual is readable to the layman, but to the 
tyro in golf it must be a treasure. He dis- 
courses on the game ins most attractive 
manner and the iaformation which he supplies 
is well worth the price of the book (2/6) to the 
golfer. 


THE LATE MR JOHN DODD. 


The N.C. Datly News of July 30 says: — 
A paragraph appears in the “ Hongkong Daily 
Press” of July 20th announcing the death, at 
home, of an old resident in the East, Mr. 
John Dodd, at the age of sixty-nine, and refer- 
ring more especially to his journalistic con- 
tributions, bat the following additional incidents 
in his csreer will doubtless be of interest toa 
large circle of his friends and contemporaries, 

Mr. Dodd arrived in Hongkong in 1850 to 
join the old firm of Dent & Co., to whose 
founders he was closely related; he would in 
course of time have been made a partner, but 
while still very young the firm went into 
Uguidation in the year 1566; he was then 
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acting as their ageot in Tamsni, For. 
mosa, and continued to carry on the busi- 
ness there in his own name for a nom- 
ber of years; he was the original founder 
of the Formosa te. trade, which has assumed 
; such immense proportions, bat he shared the 
fate of many pioueers in seeing the trade 
first pass into Uhinese hands, and subsequently 
into Japanese, when he quitted the island 
sixteen years ago to reside in North Walss. 

| It was during his residence in Formosa 


that he distinguished himself in company with 
the late Mr. A. R. Margary (whosa memorial 

| column now stands in the Public Gardens at 
Shanghai) by saving ten crew of tha French 
barque Adele, which had baen driven on the rocks 
at Kelang and broken in half in the typhoon of 
1872. Mr. D dd swam off with aropa, by the fitfal 
light of a camphor fire on shore, and gained the 
after part of the ship, but found the crew wore 
all huddled together in the forepart; in crossing 

| the broken part of the ship, he was badly hart 
in the back by some loose timbers, but managed 
to reach the crew, and was then Joined by Mr. 
Margary; tbess two brave men passed the 
trembling Frenchmen one by one to the shore 
and eventually followed them in safety ; for this 
act of heroism each received the Albert medal 
of tke First Class, as well as the Humana 
Bociety's gold medal. 

Mr. Dodd was a sportsman in every sense of 
the word, he was fac le princeps in riding, 
rowing, shooting, etc., as well as being a most 
enthusiastic volanteer; as the latter he was the 
first adjutant of the Hongkong Corps; he was 
extremely popular and ready to join in anything, 
and being very hospitable, generous and atraight- 
forward, he had consequently hosts of friends 
and admirers; had he entered the ~rmy, for 
which he was better fitted by nature than for 
quiet mercantile career, be would have made a 
splendid soldier, being absolutely fearless even 
to rashness on many occasions. 

This brief tribute to his memory is now writ- 
ten by one who was his closest and greatest 
friend for nearly forty-four yearz, and who can 
teatify to his worth and charming personality.

; July 31st. 
HIGH OFFICIALS AT VARIANCE. 

It is reported that the Tartar General Ching 
Li and tbe Lieatenant General Marquis Li 
have disagresd. The outcome of the unp!easant 
situation is as follows :— 

Daring ex-Viceroy Chou's tenure of office 
here many petitions were sent to the latter 
official complaining that a Manchu named Yan 
Chit and nick-named Pai Tao Pao (grey baired 
Pao) had committed many burglaries aod kid- 
napped numerous boys and girls outside of the 
Manchu quarter:, Pai Tao Pao was the chief 
of a gang of robbers who were continually 
perpetrating crimes in the city aod suburbs, 
Viceroy Chou commanicated the matter to the 
‘Cartar General and the Li-utenant Generals and 
requested thsm to cause investizations to be 
made. to arrest ‘‘ai Tao Pao, and have him 
punished. Recently several of. Pai Tao Pao's 
confederates were srrested on a charge of 
kidnapping several children. At the tris they 
made confessions and stated that the children 
were detained at Pao’shouse in the Manchu City, 
and that the latter was the ohief of their gang. 
Dispatches were immediately sent to the Tartar 
Generals requesting them to arrest Pai Tao Pao, 
The General sod Lieutenant Generals gave 
instcuctions to the four colonelg of the Banner- 
man army to effect Pao's arrest/ Pao, actually a 
petty offi ser in the Binnermsa ray, isa relation 
of five colonels of the eight. {Instead of arrest- 
tng Pao, the coloaels gave him waening to flee 
from Canton. Wen Marquis Li heard of it he 
directed four colonels to be immediately cashier- 
ed. The Tartar General protested saa said the 
ovlonels were very clever and useful officers and 
strongly objected to such measures being taken, 

Pai ‘'so Pao is known to bea man of the 
blackest character. He was once deported to 
Hai Loong Kiange by Kiang Yee who was 
then Governor of rene ting for daylight 
orime. Pao being a Manchu had first to ba taken 
to Peking to report his arrival, It happened 
that the kimperor’s wedding was about to take 
place. On his arrival at Peking he was par- 
doned and released. Shortly afterwards he 
came back to Canton. Daring Viceroy Shum's 
régime he olandestinely ran the Pak Kop Pin 
and Chi F, lotteries and menufactared coanter- 
fsit Hongkong subsidiary coins on a very large 
scale. When itoame t> Shum’s knowledge that 
Pao was running the lottery which he had taken 
so much trouble to suppress, he immediately 
sent notifications to be posted in the Mdncha 

uarters that if avy persons were discovered 
desing in Pak Kop Pin lottery he would cause 
them to bs imm diately beheaded. 

1t_ is said that Marquis Li will memorialize 
the Throne to cashier the four colonels and the 
Tartar General has declared that. he will uphold 
them and plead on their behalf. Tartar General 
Ching is the son f the late Prime Minister and 
is said to be a conservative official and very pro 
Manchu. On receipt of the news of the 
assassination of the Governor Yan Ming he 
called on the Manchu troops and made a lon 
exhortation. There is no doubt that the Tartar 
General was wrong in upholding the colonels. 
The other Lieutenant General Fa has also taken 
Marquis Li's side and even all the Mancbus and 
Baonermen are taking H. E. Li's part.

Mr. P. Eduljee, in his Report, dated Hong- 
kong, 11th August, states :— Owing to the steady 
riee in exchange demand has fallen off consider- 
ably during the past fortnight, and settlements, 
as reported below, are comparatively small, 
Importers have been pressing gales at a reduction 
of $i to $8 per bale on all desireable spinnings, 
but dealers are acting very cautiously, and are 
buying only for immediate wants, meanwhile 
their heavy purchases of the previous few weeks 
are more than sufficient to meet all possib'e 
requiremente from the country. Business from 
firat“hands, consequently, is not large and 
confined principally to favourite tickets of No. 
108, which comprise nearly three-fourths of the 
total sales. There is no change in our estimate 
of stocks, the recent arriv: being about the 
same as the off-take during the interval, Bombay

continues strong. The market closes quiet, 
Sales of the interval aggregate 4,692 bales, 
unsold stock estimated at 37,000, and sold but 
uncleared stock in second hands at 83,000 bales, 
Local Manufacture:—No business reported, 
Japanese Yarn :—Nothing doing, but prices are 
maintained. Raw Cotton :—Indian descriptions 
continue very dull, and China sorts are without 
any enquiry. The only sale reported during the 
interval is that of a small parcel of superfine 
Bengals at $194. Unsold stock: Indian 2,100 
bales, and China 470 bales. Quotations are $16 
to $20 Indian, and $20 to §24 China. Exchange 
on India has continued to advance and shows an 
increase of over 2 pointa during the interval, 
closing firm to-day at Rs. 167} for T/T and Re. 
168 for Post. On Shanghai 73 and on Japan 
1094. The undernoted business in imported 
and local spinnings is reported from Shanghai 
during the fortnight ended the 3rd instant, viz: — 
Indian :—Market quiet, prices having given way 
2to3 Tnels all round. Total saleg ahout 8,000 
bales with an estimated stock of 135,000 bales, 
Japanese :—In better request, sales about 1,50) 
bales on the basis of Tls. 85 to 90 for No. 16s, 
and Tis. 904 to 97 for No. 20a. Local: —Sales 
of 500 bales No. 16s at Tls. 82 to 83 are reported. 


PIECE GOODS. 


Messrs. Noel, Murray & Co.’s Report on the 
Shanghai Piece Goods Trade, dated Shanghai, 
lst August, 1907, states :—The imports during 
the next few months, so far as the plain stable 
Grey and White makes are concerned, are likely to 
be greatly curtailed, and in fact should prove 
considerably less than the off-take. During that 
period also next to nothing, comparatively, will 
be imported in the way of American Domestics, 
So far, therefore, the situation of the trade is 
likely to be much improved by the end of the 
season. But with English Printed and Dyed goads 
it is quite different, the present supply of both 
being 80 per cent. more than at the beginning of 
the year; and owing to the extensive orders sent 
last yea~, for which late delivery had to beaccepted, 
it is feared that supplies coming forward will 
continue to be excessive. There is no douht that 
this branch of the trade is rapidly increasing, and 
also that owing to the rapid changes in fashion 
that take place a larg» proportion of the present 
stock is practically unsaleable, while newer makes 
are being readily cleared. The remarks made 
last week have led to careful investigation of the 
stock of Turkey Reds, the result being thatit is 
considered advisible to add fully 70,200 pieces to 
the figures returned as representing the quantity 
held by the dealers over and above the 39,000 
pieces still in the hands of importers, although 
paid for. With this single alteration we consider 
the figures a very safe basis to goon. In the absence 
of any other visible cause the advance in exchan ge 
must by held responsible for the quietness in our 
market this week. Demand seems to have gud- 
denly ceased ayain for goodsin stock, and probably 
the excessive heat in many parts of the country 
may account for this. Clearances have been fairly 
we]l maintained, especially for the river markets, 
The weather has been a little more seasonable, but 
is still unsettled, and good prospects for the crops 
are not at all assured, in this neighbourhood at 
all events, though from further afield the reports 
are rather better. Prices in the home markets 
appear to be higher then ever, and consequently 
indent business is almost at a standstill. The 
Liverpool Cotton market has undergone several 
fluctuations during the interval, but probably in 
anticipation of the Bureau Report of the Jaly 
condition ; the quotation at the close for Mid 
American has advanced to 7.23d. There is no 
change in Egyptian which remains ateady at 
10}3d, Advices from New York give the following 
quotations for Drills: Pacolet 138. 53d, Pepperell 
18s. 54d., good 3-yard 12s. 3d., and Buck's Head 
sheetings 133. 53d., so there is nothing to fear 
from that market as yet. The latest cotton quota- 
tions are 11.92 cents gold for December and 11.98 
cents for March option. Fuither return ship- 
ments are publichet per Verona as 5,620 pieces 
sheetings and 11.760 pieces Jeans. The market 
has been exceedingly quiet for yarns, especially so 
for the Indian spinnings, for which buyers are 
endeavouring to get concessions in prices owing 
to the better exchange. ‘I'his is nted by first 
hand holders and consequently supplies are still 
being drawn chiefly from the middlemen, whom, 
it is said, are cearly eold out. There is not much 
change in the Japanese variety in spite cf the 
better exchange and slightly lower prices in 
Osaka. Cotton is firmer. The local crop is very 
late and appears to have suffered considerably by 
the very unseazonable weather throughout July. 
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Messrs, Ilbert & Co.'s Piece Goods Ke rt, dated 
Shanghai, July 25th, 1907, haa the fo owing :— 
The market remains steady, and clearances 
from stock are continuing to progress most satis- 
factorily, the greater part being taken for the 
Yaogtsze up-river markets, and aleo Shantung, 
but as regards the nearer markets, the bad 
weather conditions have up to the present retard- 
ed the summer crops and held buying very much 
in check. The price of rice, which is such an 
important factor in the buying power of the 
country, has risen since the beginning of the year 
from $7 to $9.60; and in the Ningpo district, also 
all the rice-growing districts round the month of 
the Yangtaze, the condition of the crop is stated 
to be only about a seventy per cent. one, and that 
it will need the best of weather from now on to 
prevent a much greater deterioration. The 
cotton crop also is very late and weedy, and will 
require exceptional conditions to bring it along. 
The next few weeks will, therefore, be somewhat 
critical in foreshadowing the trend of our market 
as the Autumn advances, 


From Messrs. Ilbert & Co.’s Report of lat Aug., 
1907.—Business has been inactive during the 
week owing to the sharp rise which has taken 
place in exchange, any ‘marked fluctuation 
tending as usual to keep back purchases upon 
the part of natives from first hands, until the 
dealers fecl more sure of their ground. Mean- 
time clearances have been kept up briskly in 
nearly all classes of English staples, and also in 
Dyed and Fancy goods, the Yangtze outlets 
absorbing the majority. A sufficiency of rain in 
Chibli province has had the effect of bringing out 
a few purchasers for American Sheetings, prices 
for ‘which are better by two and half to five 
candareens than last sales, Thid small advance, 
in spite of the small movement from stock that 
has taken place during the past few weeks, shows 
that holders aro in a position to dictate to the 
market, For Drills there has been an active 
inquiry, and stocks are steadily decreasing, but 
there is still a sufficient quantity to keep values 
below the replacing level for some montha to 
come. Indian Yarn is easier, prices being down 
T's. 0,50 to Tls, 1 upon the week, the higher ex- 
change having affected values,
